. George G. Williams, known as 

“Ligtle Georgie’ when he was ‘a 

city detective in the days of the 

Chestnut-Market street “bad 

lands,” and siayer of three men, 

died last night in Glenwood Sani- 
tarium, Webster Groves. He was 

50 years old, and had been ill for 


several weeks with myocarditis, a 


form of heart disease, which 
caused his death. 

Two of the killings were per-. 
formed in his official capacity as 
detective. The third, which came 
after he left the force, represented 
the death of Lee Killian, who had 
been Williams’ walking partner 
when both were subordinates of 
the late Chief"of Detectives Wiil- 
liam Desmond. 

The name of the first man killed 
by “Little eGorgie”’ is not preserved 
in the police records. 
1900 was watching a building on 
Washington avenue, near Vande- 
venter avenue, at. night, waiting 
for a supposed incendiary. A tramp 
appeared on the street, and Wil- 
liams, thinking him the man Nhe 
was awaiting, attempted to place 
him under arrest. The man. filed, 
‘He-was 


exonerated. , 

Killed Police Character. 
Two years later Williams shot 
and killed “Bad Bill” Condon, a 
police charactet, outside Speaker 
Jim Cronin's saloon at Twelfth and 
Walnut streets. There were several 
versions of the circumstances of 
this killing, but Condon’s bad repu- 
tation made it possible for Wil- 
liains to obtain exoneration and 
stay on the force. 

Karly in 1906, after he had been 
on the detective force nine years, 
Williams was dismissed by the Po- 
lice Board, for intoxication. <A few 
weeks earlier Lee Killian had been 
dismissed from the force. The pe-

Progressive-Socialist of New 
York, who demanded” the hearing, 
threatening to hold it all by him- 
self unless the committee heeded 
his wishes. 

Declarmng that in the bootleg- 
ging game he was known 4s Wil- 
liam Caine, the witness said, An- 
drews had referred him to Federal 
prohibition officials in Los Ange- 
les, and that “fa Colonel Frith,” 
prohibition administrator | for 
Southern California and his assist- 
ant, W. W. Anderson, had declined 
to accept evidence he was pre- 
pared to offer. 

Throughout his testimony, Caine 
made clear he would not tell on 
those whom he described as ‘‘regu- 
lar fellows.”

Bolted Pepper for Vare.

They obtained a Zull motion pic- 
ture record of the process of re- 
ducing and curing human heads as 
practiced by the Jiveros of Fastern 
Ecuador. The Indians had just re- 
turned from one of ‘their head- 
hunting expeditions in retaliation 
for the kidnaping ve» their women 
by another trib«. 

Mrs. Dickey vas the first white 
woman ever to penetrate the terri- 
tory. The party spent 10 weeks 
among the head-hunters. 

Cross Andes by Mulebaek. 

They left Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
crossed the Andes, encountering 
perpetual snow at an altitude of 
14,000 feet within two degrees of 
the Equator, and aescended the 
eastern slope of the Andes into the 
dense jungle of Ecuador, then en- 
tered the country of the JJiveros., 
Thence they trekked 300 miles ov- 
erland through the jungle to the 
head waters of the Napo River. 
Kmbarking in canoes the explorers 
paddled down the Napo to <he 
Amazon, whence they proceeded to 
Iquitos, Peru. <A 2000-mile canoe. | 
trip still awalted them in order to 
reach Para.

BENDER DEMANDS

Motion Filed in Circuit Court 
Seeks Hearing Earlier 
Than July 6. 


“Trig! forthwith” of the case of 
A. Samuel Bender, lawyer and 
ward politician, charged with com- 
pounding a felony in the settlement 
of the Rutherford murder case, in 
which he had the dual role of 
special prosecutor and damage sult 
attorney, is demanded in a motion 
filed in Circuit Court’ today by 
Bender's counsel. 

Bender's trial has been set for 
July 6, two weeks from next Tues- 
day. Judge Landwehr, in whose 
court the case is set, has asked 
Judge Cornelius Skinker of Bolivar, 
Polk County, to preside. Bender, 
who is a candidate for a Republic- 


an nomination for the Circuit 
bench in the primary Aug. 3, com- 
plains that the time set does not 
meet his earlier demand for imme- 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH ___ 
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diate trial, and asks that an earlier 
date be set. 
Action on Motion Unlikely. 


The motion today was filed with 
Judge Landwehr, but it is not ct- 
pected that Judge Landwehr will 
take any action on it, as he has 
disqualified himself in the Bender 
case. It was said that the motion 
probably would remain in the rec- 
ords of Judge lLandwehr’s court 
until the arrival of Judge Skinker, 
who, so far as now known, will not 
be here before July 6. 


Bender's motion refers in detail 
to the action taken in the Court of 
Criminal Correction Monday, when 
Attorney-General Gentry dismissed 
the misdemeanor indictment charg- 
ing Bender with conspiracy to 
pervert and obstruct justice. The 
Attorney-General had _ previously 
agreed to grant Bender’s demand 
for an immediate trial in the con- 
spiracy case. The dismissai left | 
the way open for -ceinstaterment of | 
the conspiracy charge, which is 
pending against five others, in- 
cluding Circuit Attorney Sidener 
and the Rutherford lawyers. 

The motion filed today speaks of 
the action taken against Bender as 
“outrage and persecution,’ and 
says the postponement of his trial 
to July is “so oppressive and un- 


conscience, and is in violation of his 
rights to a speedy trial, and is not 
responsive to hig motion for a ‘riai 
forthwith.’ 


Charges in the Motion. 


In asking previously for an im- 
mediate trial, the motion says, Ben- 
der offered to “forego and forgive 
‘mproprieties and _ irregularities” 
which he charged in the procuring 
of the indictment. tf he does not 
get an immediate trial, the motion 
Says, he may “be compelled to ex- 
pose the improprietics and irrezu- 
laritics which took place in the 
grand jury room, as well as the 
manifold and flagrant defects ap- 
pearing on the face of the indict- 
ment.’’ 


Papers Being Drawn for Requisi- 
tion of W. A. 8S.

It 
is planned to extradite both Allen 
and his brother, John, in time for 
the trial of A. Samuel Render on 
the charge~wof campounding a fel- 
ony, July 6, in the Circuit Court 
here. 

Two separate sets of extradition 
Papers in Allen Rutherford’s case 
will be sent to Arkansas. One set 
will deal with the murder charge 
and the other with the concealed 
weapon charge. Thus, if Gov. Ter- 
ral refuses to extradite on one 
charge such refusal will not affect 
the other count and each case must 
be passed on its merits. |

Track Extensions Proposed.

The ordinance, No. 29501, re- 
ferred to by Fox was passed in 
1917 and prescribes terms for use 
of the free bridge.

Hawes made his statemept, he

Summarizing his thought, Hawes 
said that he was for modttiontion 
of the Volstead act, “without re- 
storing the saloon, within the Jim- 
its set by the Constitution.”

‘made a sortie to the jeft of the 
citadel where a half dozen light 
French armored carg were strug- 
igling over the rocky country. One 
‘of the cars overturned. The 
Druses got into it with incr@dible 
‘speed. killed its French occupants. 
-and then with insane courage went 
after the other cars, attempting to 
oxerturn them with their bare 
hands. They actualiy succeeded in 
destroying one of the cars before a 
couple of companies of Senegalese 
rushed up and saved the others. 
When the town was thoroughly 
iecleaned up. with the remnant of 
the Druse force retreating in good 
order toward the distant hills to 
the west, we entered Salkhad,

Home-Making Helps

OTHERS are frequently 
M called upon to do some home 

nursing and do not always 
know how to approach 
The first duty is to prepare the 
room. Remove fancy spreads and 
lingerie pillows from the bed and 
use a dimity spread that is ecasily 
washed. A hair pillow is often an 
added comfort to the bed. Move 
the bed out from the wall so as to 
be able to reach ail sides. 

A table eet beside the bed for 
medicines should be covered with 
a simple linen cover. Arrange the 
light so it does not shine in the 
patient’s eyes Peg rattling win- 
dows, use well made screens and 
ventilators instead of direct 
draft. Those with muslin cover 
will do if the more expensive ones 
are not available. Oil noisy door 
knobs or hingés. 

Wear white linen apron dresses 
and low-heeled, comfortable shoes 
with rubber beels. Allow as little 
confusion in the room as possible. 
Do not stand over the patient and 
talk or try to work them up into 
taking a lively interest in their 
surroundings. Rest, sunshine, air 
and simple treatment are often 
half the battle. Don't read and 
rattle newspapers, or cards or any- 
thing that makes a noise which 
jars upon the nerves. 

In freshening the bed, make one 
side fresh and clean, roll the sheet 


toward you, leaving the half rollin | 


the middie, then work the patient 
over onto the clean half, then 
make the other side, drawing the 
roHed sheets toward you again. 
Should circumstances 


with tape and clasp pins so that it 
does not get into a wrinkled and 
uncomfortable condition. 

If flowers are placed in the 
room, remove them at night and 
the instant they fade dispose of 
them. Remove soiled linen and 
Gishes instantly. In removing a 
night dress, work it up slowly un- 
der the shoulders and take it off 
over the head, putting on the fresh 
one the same way. over the head 
and slip on the sleeves, then work 
it down slowly under the shoulders 
and hips.

HE Apingi, of the French Con- 
T g0, are a small people of com- 

paratively light color. They re- 
tain many of the customs that were 
prevalent among the tribe in cen- 
turies long gone. | 

One of the most striking of their 
customs is that of pulling out two 
of the upper incisor teeth. The 
rest of the incisors are filed to 
sharp points. This in itself lends 
a distinctive appearance to any 
member of the tribe. 

Like most of the tribes of Africa, 
they know practically nothing of 
medicine or surgery, and the prac- 
tices they resort to in the curing 
of disease are sometimes frightful. 
In surgery, for instance, they are 


of the body or rubbing the body 
with chalk made from the bones, of 
the ancestors of the victims. 

One of the cruelest of unneces- 
sary tortures practiced by the 
Apingi is that of subjecting people 
suspected of witchery to a trial by 
ordeal. 

At one time the chief of the tribe 
was believed to be under the influ- 
ence of witchcraft. Three of the 
young men of the tribe were sus-

pected of wielding the hostile in- 
fluence. Nothihg would 46, if they 
wished to live, but to subject them- 
selves to the test of dtinking 
poison. If they were innocent they 
would not die, according to #he be- 
lief of the tribe. ; 

On the day of the triaj the tribe 
gathered round, armed with spears, 
knives and axes, ready to tear the 
victims to pieces if they should 
seem to be dying. 

Bravely the three youths raised 
the glasses to their lips, bravely 
they drank the horrible poison. The 
torture through which they went 
was indescribable, but they finally 
survived, very weak. They were 
declared innocent and the doctor 
closed the ceremony by going 
through the same procedure him- 
gelf, then declaring that the be- 


witchers were outside the tribe.
